FITTSBURG, July 0. — Plttsburg has 


hud another experience with labor riots, 
and this time blooO haa been ehed, life 
jeqpardieed and valuable property placed 
in danger, 


Thu men fire thoroughly well organ- 


ized, and embrace all the men employed 
in the extensive plants of tho Carnegio 
Iron and Steel company at Homestead, 
6ight miles cast of Pilteburg, and the 
battle which for bloodthirBtineBS and 
boldness of execution lisa not been ex- 
celled in actual warfare, raged from 4 
o'clock in the morning until 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, and only ceased when 
a forco of Pinkertona brought to uup- 
prebB the strike, unconditionally sur- 
rendered, leaving (heir arms in tbe 
bargee in which thpy had boon trans- 
ported to the worke. 


The riot today waa the culmination ol 


troubles which have heen brewing at 
Homestead lor the past mouth. 


Carnegie & Co. submitted a scale 


which waa to govern tho men in the Eteel 
plaqtB, and announced that it waa their 
ultimatum.

fin the wages of skilled men, and it was 
officially announced tlmt unless . the 
terms were complied with beforo July let 
tho places ol tho workmen would be 
filled by others, 


Thia was followed by tbe peremptory 


refusal on lha part of the company- to 
recognize the Amalgamated Association. 
The'men announced their determination 
to resist anyteffort on thu part ot Carno- 
giotorun. tbfcir plants with nori-uniou 
men. 


Trouble was precipitated by tho'work- 


men at the Homestead hanging II, Q. 
Frick, president ol tho company, in 
effigy, ami in retaliation tho company 
ordered the immediate chat down of 
their big works. 


Tho employes nt once proceeded to or- 


ganize for tho defensive nnd the corn- 
puny eroded a high board fence around 
their entire works, giving them tho ap- 
pearance of an immense stockade, the 
Hides being pierced with portholes. 


Yesterday the Carnegio company an- 


nounced thoir intention to proceed to get 
ready to make repairs, and the officials 
ftBkod tho ehoriir to appoint deputies to 
protect their property. 
lTho ahcrill' emit a small eqund of men 
np to tho works, but tho strikers as- 
sembled in force and notified them to

an no disorder was intended and no dam- 
age would bo done the property. They 
even offered to be sworn in us dcputiei 
and give bonds fora faithful performance 
of tho duties as conservators of the 
peaco. 
h When the oiler wna declined the ad- 
Prlsory committee, which had been di- 


recting the action of the working njen 
and held the turbulent spirit among I he 
workmen in check, wne immediately dis- 
solved And all record? of the committee 
promptly deatroyed. 


Developments today showed that the 


request for the sheriff's aeaifltance was 
only intended to cover nn attempt to pet 
n body of Pinkerton guards inside tho 
mill enclosure. 


Two barges wero fitted up with banks' 


and provisioned and lined with heavy 
ateel plates alonR the dock as if prepared 
for a bombardment. 


It was intended to land the Pinkerton 


men-atthe mill at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, 
but the strikers were ready for 


•them. Tbe barges were taken up the 
liver by n tow boat, but when they Er- 
rived at Homestead thousands of work- 
men gathered on the bank to dispute 
their passage. 


Tho strikers intrenched themselves be- 


hind the mill fence and made breast- 
works of piles ol steel. Aa the Pinker- 
ton men attempted to land they were 
fired npon, and in return rent several 
volleys into the ranks of the strikers, 
many of whom were either killed out' 
right or wounded. 


Ae the battle progressed the strikers 


from their intronchments picked off the 
guards as soon as they appeared on the 
deck of the boats. The Pinkertons were 
armed with Winchester riflet. 


Captain Hind nnd

Kline of the Pinkertouf were disabled 
and fire became so fierce that the crew of 
the tow boat cat loose Tom tbe bargei 
and steamed np the river. 


When the news of the battle reached 


Shocking and dastardly deeds were 


committed aa tho prisoners were heiun 
escorted through the streets by an escort 
appointed t,y the strikers. 


Both sides of the street wero lined 


by angry mobs, and as the Pinkertons 
passed through they were kicked and 
thrown down. 


The wretches begged for mercy. 
Some had .pistol-shot wounds in tbe 


head, and three had eyes shot out.

One had his eyes poached oat by mrt 


umbrella fn the handa of a woman, and 
sand was thrown in his eyes. 


Tbe Piukertona were compelled to 


laluto tho flag on the Amalgamated 
ADPOuiation building by removing their 
hate. 


While doins: DO they were attacked by 


men and women and severely beaten. 


They were abused in every way imag- 


inable. 
The demon-like crowd was restrained 


with difficulty, but finally the prisoners 
were locked lip for the night in the opera 
house. 
A mob gathered aronnd tbe building 


and the wounded men were kept in a 
constant state of terror. 


Alter tbe Pinkertons had been released 


from the barges the inob fired the boats, 
as, 


and agreat yell went out from the crowd 
when the "flames burst through 
the 


decks.

A meeting of the Amalgamated Asso- 


ciation waa held during the afternoon. 
Tho leaders tried to restrain the men 
from violence, but in vain. 


Finally Hugh O'JDonell, tho leader of 


the Btrikere, grasped an American fla« 
and made an impassioned appeal for 
mercy for the Pinkertous, and his words 
had some effect. 


Then the surrender was mode. There 


were 209 Finkdrtona, and they claim that 
they had been deceived. They eaid they 
hud been hired HB watchmen, not to 
fight American citizens, and only fought 
!o save their own lives.

carrying arms. The strikers secured two 
10-pounder cannon and planted one on 
each side of tbe river and trained them 
on the bargee. 


For several hours an awtnl bombard- 


ment was kept op, but the barges were 
protected by ateel platta and did not 
Buffer much. 
The strikers, however, sent many 


fihots through the portholes inflicting 
terrible injuries to the men inside. 


Then came an attempt to destroy the 


barpes by burning oil, and - that fail- 
ing the strikers threw dynamite bombs. 


The situation of the Piukertons was 


«wtul. 
Three timea tbey hoisted a flag of trace, 


bat it WM shot down. 


Toward dark another attempt WM 


made to burn the bo*to, tint the officers 
of Ihe Amalgamated Association, pro- 
t oted and through their efforts the tmr- 


? render of tho Pinkertons was accepted. 


At 5 o'clock a commiitea from the 


strikers .went on board the boats and 
ftn&rRntoad aitfe conduct to tbe Pinker- 
tons, provided they left their arms be- 
hind and would leave the place under 
guard. 


Thfl terms were accepted, and tbe men 


march ofl ashore.

Pinkortons nnd Workmen Have a 


Bloody Fight. 


PirrsHUna, July (i.—ISarly this morn- 


ing yOO PinkerUm detectives arrived at 
Pittaburg from tho east, marched quietly 
to . Monongabola, boarded bargee and 
started for tho Homestead works today 
by steam tug. 


The locked-out employes were notified 


of thia movo, and whoa the barges ar- 
rived at Homestead 6000 people, includ- 
ing men, woman and children, were 
waiting to meet them. 


As EOOII BB the Pinkerton men at- 


tempted to land they wero warned off by 
the workmen, nnd a battle followed. 


The PinUcrton men wore armed with 


Winchester riflee, and the 
opposing 


crowd chiefly with revolvers. 


Tho Ptnkerton men opened fire and at 


the lirst valley two workmen fell. 


Thin enraged the crowd and they bore 


down on tho Plnkertonn with resistless 
force. The Pinkertnns fell bank but con- 
tinued to fire, and finally tho crowd on 
the bunk retreated. 
Three hundred 


armad workmen, however,

ally they, loo, wore compallcd to fall 
hack before tho withering fire of Win- 
chesters. 


Tho first shot from the hargn brought 


down Martin Merry, a heater in one of 
the mille. A big Hungarian standing 
beside him fltaopud over, nnd was in the 
act of raising the prostrate body when 
he, too, WHS struck by a bullet, and fell 
bofiido hie comrade. 


Thoir comrades rushed to tbe spot and 


picked up tho bodies. 


Ono of the rescuers, a Welshman, 


name unknown, was badly wounded in 
the lea 
Merry and the Hungarian wero taken 


to a physician's office, who examined 
the wounds and eaid they both would 
probably die. 
Five more Btrikers'aro", wounded, two 


eerlously. 
Five of the Pinkerton men are re- 


ported wounded, two seriously, includ- 
inu their captain. 
Fighting was renewed shortly after 7 


o'clock this moruinfjf, and the battle 
continued for half an hour. 


The second conflict was precipitated by 


another effort on tbe part of the Pinker- 
ton men to land. 


A number of workmen were injured in 


the second encounter, and the wildcat 
excitement prevails.

to land an officer in charge announced to 
the workmen on the bank that his men 
and the Pinkertons would land if they 
had to mow down everybody in eight. 
He then ordered his men to advance. 


They were met by a shower of lead 


from the rifles and p'atola of scattered 
workmen. 
Tbe officers fell back for an instant, 


but rallied, and marching eight abreast 
endeavored to get ashote, bat were 
drivi-n-'back again.

They numbered 200. I gave them strict 
orders not to shoot until fired on. When 
we proceeded to land the whistle blew 
and thoetrikerG immediately commeacer 
to Shoot. To protect ourselves we hat 
to return the fire. Seven or eight of our 
men are hurt.
